20 on Turneffe Cay, and 14 on 
Caulker Cay, islands off the Brit­ 
ish Honduras Coast. 
The Guatemalan government re­ 
ported five killed in the jungle 
province of Petcn which borders 
British Honduras.

Switching To The Big Ones 


The National Aeronautics and Sp ace Agen­ 
cy is taking a cautious p oint of view on 
its Saturn rocket. 
The first firing Friday was more suc­ 
cessful than NASA had dared to hop e it 
might be 
If the rocket does this well 5 out of 10 
firings, everybody will be hap p y. 
But don’t look for much until 1944—and 
don’t look for too much then. 
In the meantime, this is only a p relim­ 
inary step . Saturn is not the rocket that will 
send the first U.S. sp acecraft to the moon 
but only the rocket that will make it p os- 
vble to learn more about the moon. The 
moon rocket will be Nep tune. 
Furthermore, all that was tested Friday at 
Cap e Canaveral was the booster stage of 
♦he Saturn. The second and third 
stages 
aren’t ready; their weight was rep resented 
by water ballast. 
We get the idea. 


BELATEDLY, government rocketeers have 
•witched from 
a p olicy of insp iring 
too 
much hop e to a p olicy of p laying down good 


news and p rep aring the p op ular mind for 
disap p ointment. But the significance of the 
Saturn rocket cannot be overestimated. 
The United States finally has moved up 
out of the Little League of rocketry into 
the majors. As far as it knows, its Saturn 
locket is larger than anything the Russians 
have built so far. But the Russians have 
p ut up Sp acecraft cap sules weighing five 
tons, and there is no reason to believe 
they will rest on their launching p ads and 
wait for the United States to catch up 
NO ONE CAN be sure about the sig­ 
nificance of the 
rocket 
race 
and 
the 
p romise to land an exp edition on the moon. 
But no one in either the United States or 
Russia can doubt that the race is in p rog- 
tess. It long ago p assed the p oint of a 
missile contest; both countries now have tha 
cap acity to destroy each other with mis­ 
siles carrying nuclear warheads. 
The race is for the moon. The United 
States, with its Saturn booster, finally hss 
qualified. All we can hop e for now is that 
the race won’t be over before our entry 
gets to the starting line. 


Point Is, Stalin Never Tried 


From 1924. when he moved in behind the 
dead Lenin, to 1953, when he came to the 


end of his life, every citizen of the Soviet 
Union ate, worked and lived on the suf­ 


ferance of Josep h Stalin, most p owerful dic­ 


tator of his generation. 
He had the p ower of life and death over 
other p oliticians in the Communist dictator­ 


ship . He could order 
an associate to 
be 
killed like a chicken, or order him to 
be 
brain-washed and drugged so he would bab­ 
ble like a p arakeet. 


No p erson who watched Stalin forge the 
modem Russian state, no matter how often 
they J>lanched at his ruthless cruelty, could 
help but admire his indomitable p urp ose. 
It is easy to damn Stalin now because he 
was a source of terror when he wasthe 
absolute dictator of Russia. But he never 
tried to be anything else. Terror was his

Phoenix is but a comer of the 
burgeoning electronic industry, but 
to p rofile it is to write the future 
for much of our land. 
Five years ago there were but 
a few hundred workers in the 
field. At that time the General 
Electric Co. set up shop with 136 
on its staff. 
Today, GE’s comp uter system 
dep artment has two thousand and 
is building big new installations. 
General Electric, Sp erry R a n d, 
Motorola and Kaiser Aircraft and 
Electronics are the biggest among 
the 42 electronics firms which em­ 
p loy 11,000 p eop le. 


LAST YEAR the Arizonr Elec­ 
tronics p eop le in the state did a 
business of $120 million. This year 
they exp ect the total to hit$165 
million. 
It’s fascinating to watch t h e 
baby grow — here as in 50 other 
communities, from San Diego in 
one comer of the land to New 
York's Long Island in the other. 
Here, for examp le, the GE Com­ 
p uter Dep artment gets up an elec­ 
tronic “bookkeep er” which will 
disp lace few p eop le, if an 
t 
will make life easier for white col­ 
lar folks in banks and other finan­ 
cial houses. 
It is a 
data p rocessing sys­ 
tem which reads and sorts bank 
checks, comp utes 
account 
bal­ 
ances and delivers p rinted state­ 
ments automatically. 
In addition to this first fully au- 


tomated bank bookkeep ing system, 
there are p lants here which make 
electronic brains which control, 
sup ervise or monitor such indus 
trial op erations as tin line op era­ 
tions for steel mills, p ower p lant 
control for p ublic utilities and 
chemical p rocesses. 
There is no doubt that these 
thinking machines cut down t h e 
size of work forces in the big 
p lants up north. 


NEITHER is there any doubt 
that thousands of new jobs are 
being created — and not in the 
comp uter installation alone. 
The GE Comp uter Dep artment 
p eop le here tell me that their sec­ 
tion alone has triggered consider­ 
able other business in the com­ 
munity: 
“Some 5,900 p eop le,” said a GE 
executive, “have been brought in­ 
to the state by our dep artment 
alone. It has taken 2,200 additional 
homes to house them. There aie 
one thousand more school chil- 
ren, 80 new retail establishments 
to fill the newcomers’ needs and 
1.400 job op enings outside 
th d 
comp uter dep artment.” 
This, for just one of the two 
score comp anies, means that or­ 
ders for construction, for clothing, 
for ap p liances, etc., adding up to 
millions of dollars, have 
b e e n 
p laced out of state. 
Obviously, jobs are being creat­ 
ed in the northern garment and 
lumber industries by the con­ 
sumer demand of the \ comp uter 
p eop le in the South and West. 
If that “Man,” away over in the 
East of Europ e doesn’t start any­ 
thing, our land long will have p ros­ 
p erity as well as p eace. That’s the 
Phoenix formula. We’re a land on 
the up beat.

There's a good deal of hyp o­ 
crisy as well as confusion over 
fallout and its dangers. For p olicy 
reasons of their own neither Wash­ 
ington nor Mos­ 
cow is telling 
t h e 
w h ol e 
story. Basical­ 
ly there is no 
c a u s e 
f or 
alarm 
about 
fallout today or 
next year or in 
the foreseeable 
future — unless Dav id Lawrence 
a nuclear war comes. 
What the p ublic confuses is the 
fallout from testing and the fall­ 
out from a nuclear war. These 
are two different things. Every­ 
one concedes that radioactive fall­ 
out in massive doses is fatal. 
There would be loss of life and 
bad after effects anywhere within 
a radius of a few miles when a 
nuclear bomb is drop p ed. Hiro­ 
shima and Nagasaki p resent all 
the p roof needed to show that 
nuclear bombs during wartime are 
alarmingly dangerous. 
This isn't true about tests. No­ 
body has yet p roved conclusively 
that—excep t 
in 
the 
immediate 
area around it—testing brings any 
of the dangers which are being 
p ublicized widely today by cer­ 
tain scientists. Nor have the sci­ 
entists who take the op p osite view­ 
p oint been given as wide a hear­ 
ing. 
What’s back of these contra­ 
dictions? 
For one thing there 
seems to be agreement that noth­ 
ing that has hap p ened thus far 
through atmosp heric tests—includ­ 
ing exp losion of the latest 50- 
megaton bomb—means death to 
anybody. 
The U.S. Public Health Service 
has just told the American p eop le 
not to worry about any fallout 
emanating thus far from all the 
bombs ever tested anywhere. The 
official statement says: 
“Fallout levels resulting up un­ 
til now within the United Sates 
from the new series of Soviet nu­ 
clear tests do not warrant undue 
p ublic concern, nor initiation of 
p ublic health action designed to 
limit intake of radioactive ma­ 
terials by individuals or large 
p op ulation group s in any p art of 
the country.” 
Then why all the fuss about 
testing? 
To understand 
what’s 
been going on it is imp ortant to 
examine the p rop aganda of the 
Soviets and their tricky objectives 
in recent years. 
When tests were first begun, 
the Communists knew America 
was ahead in scientific knowledge. 
So the Moscow government in­ 
structed its agents and its stooges 
everywhere to influence as many 
of the w’orld's scientists as p os­ 
sible to cry out against nuclear 
fallout. 
SOME OF THE LATTER group 
of scientists—including many who 
were anti-Communist—gave the 
imp ression that testing might be 
as bad as the actual drop p ing of 
a borr.b in wartime terms and 
even official 
Washington w a s 
somewhat misled. 
The Moscow government earned 
on a worldwise camp aign against 
fallou tin the hop e of p ersuading 
the United States to stop testing. 
The American government fell for 
the trick. 
Takinr for granted that the Co- 
munists would keep their end of 
the bargain, the United States 


declared a so-called “voluntary" 
moratorium on testing three years 
ago. 
A few skep tics thought Russia 
would cheat. Now it is op enly 
charged that they did. Dr. Ed­ 
ward Teller, known as the “father 
of the H-bomb," says they couldn't 
have launched their latest tests 
without considerable p rep aration 
and underground testing in secret. 
The net result is that while 
America has kep t its word, the 
Soviets have made p rogress by 
treachery. It isn’t a fatal ad­ 
vantage, however, because the ex­ 
p erts think the United States is 
still well ahead of Russia today, 
though this lead may not be main­ 
tained if America doesn’t soon 
resume testing in the atmosp here. 


HOW CAN this be done now 
without alienating a world op inion 
that feels tests bring dangerous 
fallout? 
President Kennedy is up against 
a tough decision on that p oint. 
If he doesn’t resume the tests, 
America’s security—to be achiev­ 
ed through the use of deterrent 
p ower as a way to p revent war— 
may be diminished. 
If he does go ahtad, he will be 
confronted with the Communist 
agrument—and the contention of 
even 
non-Communists scientists 
in other countries—t h a t since 
America is ahead or at least 
equal in nuclear strength, no use­ 
ful p urp ose will be served by con­ 
tinuing to test. 
It will be argued that the loss 
of p restige for America should be 
taken into account. The realistic 
truth is that if America doesn’t 
keep on testing to imp rove its 
weap ons, the Soviets will have 
won a notable victory. 
There is only one danger that 
everyone agrees on—the actual 
drop p ing of a nuclear bomb near 
cities would hurt the p resent as 
well as succeeding generations. It 
could mean a clossal destruction 
of human life. 
How is the drop p ing of nuclear 
bombs anywhere to be p revented? 
By p ap er agreements that can 
be disregarded at will? The an­ 
swer is that only an informed 
p ublic op inion in the Soviet Union 
can stay the hand of the dictator. 


THE RUSSIAN p eop le have been 
kep t in the dark about all the 
tests made recently by their ow-n 
government. 
T h e 
50-megaton 
bomb makes headlines all over 
the world—excep t behind the Iron 
Curtain. 
American bombers now can car­ 
ry the equivalent of one bomb 
of 50 megatons by p utting two 
bombs of 2$ megatons each into 
our 
more 
than 
600 
bombers. 
America 
has more destructive 
p ower than Russia has. But the 
p eop le of Russia don't know this. 
The imp ortant invention that the 
world needs today is some means 
of carrying the truth through the 
air so that there will be a fallout 
of facts which will not hurt but 
will save the Russian p eop le and 
all mankind. 
Where are the inventors? And 
what is being done to sp read the 
truth across international bound­ 
aries by organized attemp ts at 
word-of-mouth communication? 
These are questions more vital 
than what will hap p en 100 years 
from now as a consequence of 
some slight amount of radio­ 
activity sp read through the air 
today.
